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Just Scrambled Eggs 


Everyone knows and respects the ordi- 


nary and rather commonplace dish of 

ambled eggs as a useful adjunct to 
breakfast, but beyond the plain variety the 

ind of the average cook never seems to 

ar. Indeed, when informed there are 
ther ways of varying the well-known 
lish, she is apt to cast grave doubts on 

advisability of tasting any “foreign” 

~ncoction. Nevertheless, if she can be 
persuaded to abandon her suspicious atti- 
“ude, the following methods of transform 
ing an old friend may perhaps be found 
useful : 

In Italy a very favorite addition to the 
mixture consists of chopped tomato, cut 
in wedge-shaped pieces, and dropped into 
the saucepan a moment or two before it is 
removed from the fire. Two or three to 
matoes (according to size) are quite suf 

it for a large dish of scrambled egys, 
therwise the tomato flavor will overpower 

rest of the dish; and on no account 
must the fruit be added to the other in 
gredients until the very end or the sweet- 
ness will be entirely lost. By being only 
measure its sugary nature, while at the 
me time acquiring a small portion of that 
urious acidity which cooking always 
brings out. The moment when the scram- 
led eggs begin to thicken in real earnest 
s the right time to drop in the plateful of 
chopped tomato, as this gives it just space 
n which to hecome thoroughly at home in 
its new surroundings. Of course, when 
tomato is used, no milk is required; the 
juice of the fruit supplies the requisite 
moisture. 

But in lieu of tomato—and everyone is 
not fond of the flavor—there are other 
trifling additions which go far toward 
tering the character of the dish. Seram 
led eggs and kidney are excellent, the 

ney being either minced fine or cut into 
mall wedges. Where the kidney is minced 

must only be added at the last possible 
second. This is to prevent the tiny pieces 
being overcooked, and therefore indigesti 
ble; but the larger pieces must be added | 
a moment or two sooner, in order to be 
cooked in the hot mixture. Sheep's kid 
neys, cut into quarters, make nice pieces 
for this dish, or if this is thought too large,
